We are not surprise! at the labored 
effort of our couteraporary in behalf of 
the nineteen voters of Kootonay Dis- 
trict, who return two members to the 
Local Houso and will, after tho next 
general election, continue to return one 
member. A system of representation 
that permits the perpetration of so 

treat an outrage on tho more populous 
istricts, cannot be defended, and when 
it has been stated with all tho solemni- 
ty of an oath before a Royal Commis- 
sion that of those nineteen votes half- 
a-dozen were offered at public vendre 
to the man who could pay tho most for 
them, it must bo felt by all admirers of 
a responsible form of Government that 
the oxistence of tho system is imperil- 
ed when political immorality is suffered 
to go unchecked and unpunished. Vo 
have said, and we now repeat the state- 
ment, that cvon admitting there are 
good and sufficient reasons for allowing 
nineteen voters to send a representative 
to Parliament, the political rights of 
Kootenay have been forfeited by the 
unblushing and shameless acts of cor- 
ruption brought to the surface by tho 
Royal Commission. The borough is 
rotten to tho core. In England or in 
Canada a stato of things so dangerous 
to and subversive of free institutions 
could not exist a singlo moment after 
an expose had been made. English 
boroughs with 150,000 inhabitants have 
been disfranchised for corrupt election 
practices. Five boroughs are still un- 
der the ban of disfranchisement for acts 
committed ten years ago. At the in- 
stance of the present Government tho 
Royal Commission was appointed. At 
their request witnesses were summoned 
from the extreme limits of the South- 
ern border to give evidence which it 
was fondly hoped would convict the 
friends of tke Elliott Administration 
of corruption. What were the facts 
disclosed! That the only persons guil- 
ty of bribing electors, and the only 
electors who sold their votes, were 
friends and supporters of tho sitting 
members for Kootenay, who, in their 
turn, support tho Walke.m Government. 
When tho truth came out, how the 
Walkemites endeavored to stifle the 
inquiry. How they tried to cajole tho 
judicial gentlemen who, much against 
their wish, had undertaken the unsavo- 
ry task of turning over the corrupt 
leaven of Kootenay rottenness. When 
all other devices failed the Government 
tried to "starve out" the Commission, 
so to speak, by declining to furnish 
monies that had been voted by the 
House for the prosecution of the in- 
quiry. But the Commission refused to 
be cajoled, stifled or starved. They 
had fortunately secured an advance 
which, whilst it left themselves un- 
paid, enabled them to bring all tho 
necessary witnesses from Kootenay. 
The evidence thus extracted turned tho 
tables completely on tho men who had 
instituted the inquiry to further their 
own ends, and at the closing sittings 
neither the Attorney-General nor the 
members for Kootenay could be induc- 
ed to attend. Our contemporary makes 
light of the evidenco of corruption by 
asserting that it was based on the 
''wild and unsupported statements of a 
witness who wasavowedly adisappoint 
ed man." To whom does the writer 
refer ! The only "wild and unsupported 
statements" that we heard were those 
of Mr, Gallagher, who, whilo laboring 
under a state of "excitement" in tho 
House one day, asserted that Father 
FoQUEThad tried to bribe him? Upon 
this "wild and unsupported statement" 
the Commission was formed; and it 
was shown before the Commission that 
Mr. G.'s statements were, to uso a mild 
expression, "wild and unsupported." If 
our contemporary refers to Father Fo- 
QDET's evidence before the Commission 
as "wild and unsupported," we differ 
with him. The reverend gentleman's 
evidence, which has not been impeach- 
ed, establishes soveral distinct and dis- 
graceful acts of corruption to secure the 
return of Messrs. Gallbhaith and 
Gallagh En, neither of whom had the 
hardihood to attempt to gainsay one of 
his allegations. The fact is' that the 
caso for the prosecution broke down 
entirely, and the prosecutors at last 
fled the Court, afraid to face the storm 
they had raised. They sowed to the 
wind and reaped the whirlwind. But 
apart entirely from its corruption, 
Kootenay, situated on the ragged edge 
of the Province and containing only 
nineteen electors, is not entitled to a 
member, and it should be tho pledged 
aim of the men who will soon succeed 
the present Incnpables to add the dis- 
trict to Yale and give its remaining 
member to New Westminster.

William Playfair, on remand, charged 
with supplying intoxicating liquor to an 
Indian. 

' Previous to proceeding with the caso 
! tho Magistrate said ho wishod to addrass 
' Mr. Theo. Davie and requested him to 
i stand up. 

Mr. Davie stood up. 
i The Magistrate then said: I wish to 
call your attention to tho 31 Vie. chap. 31 
5. 9, which provides that whoever coun- 
sels or procures tho commission of any 
misdemeanor shall bo tried, indicted and 
punished as a principal offender. I don't 
like scones in Court and thereforo roiuain- 
od quiet whilo you took part in the act 
for which your client has boon sentenced 
to three months' imprisonment with hard 
labor, but I had tho clauso which I now 
quoto in view, and I expected that after 
Playfair's caso had been concluded in the 
Supremo Court tho Attornoy-Oenoral 
would have directed an information under 
this clauso to bo laid, or that your namo 
as a barristor would have been struck off 
the roll. I shall not doprivo your cliont 
of your assistance in tho case now in 
Court; but I will not permit you to ap- 
pear bofore mo again until you have ack- 
nowledged your recent contempt of Court, 
expressed rogrot for tho occurrence and 
promisod not to offend again. Let tho 
apology bo in writing. 

Mr. Davio—Vour Honor, if I have been 
guilty of any offence tho proper tribunal 
is open to those who desire to take action 
in the matter. I ask for no leniency. 
Tho case was then proceeded with. . 
Ex-constable Loutotto, re-called, con- 
tradicted the evidenco given by Shewoll 
on the occasion of tho last hearing.

and though salos can bo effected, it must

! country, Tho salmon trade is so exceed- 
I lngly dull and prices for tho canned pro- 
duct so low that canneries will hardly bo 
' able to savo themselves from loss from 
this season's operations. Sales of canned 
j salmon havo recently been made at a rato 
fully twonty-fivo percent, lower than over 
before known since the businoss was in- 
augurated on tho Columbia River. Some 
of tho solid cannors will refuse to sell at 
current low rat.os, and will store what 
they put up till the market improves.

McKcnzic ca. The Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria — Tho hearing of this caso 
was resumed at 10 a.m. and continued 
until G p.m. For tho plaintiff' Mr. E. 
Grancini was called to provo the award, 
and Messrs. Bobt. McKonzie, A. Mc- 
Konzie, Thos. Russell, W. Voitch and D. 
Connolly to show that tho land had been 
cultivated up to tho time of the inter- 
ference of tho Water Works, that tho 
original ditch had been amply sufficient 
for drainage and that further cultivation 
had been caused by tho manner in which 
the defendants had laid tho water mains.

Montreal, May 29.— Tho Herald 
of yesterday says, tho object of Hon. 
George Brown's visit to Montreal was 
to personally nsk tho Governor-General 
to be allowed to decline tho honor of 
knighthood offered to him. 

The carriage presented to the Prin- 
cess Louise by tho inhabitants of In- 
verary was on Msy 12th sent off, en- 
closed in a great box made for the pur- 
pose, by the Nestorian. The Princess 
had desired the carriage to bo sent out 
to Canada. 

Mr. Dewdney, M. P. for Yale, Brit- 
ish Columbia, hns been appointed su- 
perintendent of Indian affairs in the 
Northwest. This office was held by 
Mr. Laird, in conjunction with that of 
Governor of the Territories, but he re- 
signed it on account of pressure of 
work, 

John Vincent and four other men, 
whilo travelling from Fort Keogh to 
Fort Assiniboine, were attacked by 
fifty Yanktonnais Indians. After fight- 
ing twenty hours and killing eleven of 
tho redskins, they succeeded in effecting 
their escape, but were obliged to aban- 
don their horses and wagons. Tho In- 
dians near Fort MoLeod are killing the 
white men's cattle to avoid starvation. 

John Littlewood, aged 103, has just 
died at the residence of Mrs, Robert 
Rob3on, in tho township of Westmin- 
ster, Ont.. 

Tho Winnipeg Free Press announces 
a liberal land policy of the Hudson 
Bay Company in putting farming lands 
in the market at once.

Brydges, Laud Commissioner, returns 
east to-day. 

St. John N. B., May 29.— Particu- 
lars of n. great fire at Beaubairs Island, 
Miramichi river, last Friday havo oome 
to hand. The fire involved the entire 
destruction of tho buildings known as 
Campbell's factory, together with a large 
quantity of manufactured lumber piled 
on the wharf ready for shipment. 

Halibuton, Ont., May 27.— On Sun- 
day the 14th inst., Robert Jackson, 
aged 20 years, and his two sisters, aged 
15 and 12, came to their death by 
drowning in Mud Lake, in the town- 
ship of Stanhope, about twelve miles 
from LTaliburton. It appears that tho 
three of them were in a small birch 
bark canoe, and had with them a dog, 
which is supposed to have been the 
causo of the boat upsetting. Tho bodies 
were found cn Monday. 

Ottawa, May 28. — The fire at Carle- 
ton Place yesterday resulted in tho de- 
struction of a large quantity of lumber 
in Mr. McLaron'B yard. It is estimat- 
ed that 12,000,000 feet have been 
burned, valued at $130,000. The fire 
caught at tho north-wost portion of the 
yard, which extended for fully a mile 
along the line of the Canada Central 
railroad, from a spark supposed to have 
fallen from the 12 o'clock down train.

The South Wales Daily Xeib<s an- 
nounces the death of Mr. Robert 
Crawshay, of Cyfarthfa Castle, Merthyr 
Tydvil, which took placcat Cheltenham, 
on Saturday, Mr. Crawshay was known 
as "The Iron King of Wales," and his 
position was unique, partaking of the 
patriarchal system until the last great 
strike, when Mr. Crawshay, after fair 
warning to his men not to persist in 
their demands, decided upon closing his 
great ironworks, which have never since 
been re-opened. Mr. Crawshay, a year 
or two ago, was worth about £6,000- 
000, — and tho legacy and succession 
duty on so largo a sum will bo a wind- 
fall to the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer. 

A torriblo story of life in tho streets 
of London was told at an inquest at 
Charing Cross Hospital, on tho body of 
a child four months old. The mother, 
a flower seller, stated that her husband 
had gone into the country, owing to his 
being unablo to pay for a hawker's 
licenso, and during his absence she had 
earned a few pence a day by soiling 
flowers. On Wednesday sho had no 
money to pay either for a lodging 
or food, and sat down on a doorstep 
at night and went to sleep. Her child 
died in her arms. The woman bore an 
excellent character. The jury return- 
ed a verdict of death from starvation. 

In Sumatra wild animals sadly do- 
rango telegraphic communication. Ele- 
phants aro tho worst offenders. They 
destroy the wires and insolators, and 
hide them in the thicket. Besides tho 
systomatic hostility of tho elephants, 
tho numerous tigers, bears and white 
buffaloes make it both difficult and 
dangerous to keep an efficient watch on 
tho telegraph lilies where they pass 
through thick jungle. Both the great-
